HORRIBLE MURDERS. 


A Whole Family Butchered in In- 
diana. 

Chariestown, Ind., was thrown into the most 
intense excitement about twelve o'clock yaster- 
day by the news that Cyrus M. Park, his wife, 
little boy, anu two daughters had been most bru- 
tally murdered with an ax some time during 
Saturday night. The murder was done in Mr. 
Park's residence, on the Charlestown and 
Brownstowh’ Stete ro, about seven miles from 
the former place and about three miles from 
Henryville, Indiana. 

Mr Parks is a native of Clark county, Ind., 
and was forty-five years ot age. He wass mem- 
ber of the Presbyterian church, and Superin- 
tendent of the Sabbath-school within a quarter 
ofa mile of his home. He had the key of the 
school-bhouse, and yesterday morning the whole 
school was waiting and wondering why Parks, 
hitherto so zealous aud prompt, was not at his 
post of duty. At length, a young man named 
Joseph Young went to the house of Parks, and 
found the second daughter, a girl fourteen years 
of age, sitting in the door, with a number of 
frichtful bruises on her head. She remarked to 
Young that ber father had not yet got up, and 


advanced into the young ladies’ sleeping-room, 


nineteen, fitting in a chair, with her Acad 
mashed and mangled in a most frightful and in- 
describable manner. She was not sensibie, and 
could say nothing. Horrified at his barrowing 
discovery, he turned, only to behold aother 
still worse feature. There lay, in another bed, 
the lifeless formof an innocent boy, bat ten 
years of age, with a frightful and ghastly gash 
across his forehead. 

The fearful truth now broke upon Ycung's 
mind that A wholesale, cold-blooded, 
midnight murder had been com- 
mitted. He hastened to the room of the parents, 


at finding two more bloody corpses weltering in 


other, with fearful gashes and fractured skulis, 


The news spread with an amazing rapidity 
that seemed to equal the telegraph, and old and 
young were soon coming from all directions, on 
horseback, in vehicles. and a foot, all eagerly 
inquiring after particulara, and looking with 
blanched faces aud fearful expression at each 
other as they conversed about this most foui 
and repulsive murder. 

THE TIME OF THE MURDER 
cannot be ascertained with any certainty. The 
clock was stopped at half-past ten o'clock, but 
whether this fact has auy connection with the 
murder is not yot known. The prevailing opin- 
ion seems to be that the murder was committed 
between lJ Pp. Mu. and 3a. M., but this is all sur- 
mise. 
THR TRIPLE FUNERAL, 

Despite the rawness of the day there was a 
large turnout at the funeral of Cept. Park, his 
wife andson. The father and mother were bur- 
ried in one grave, and littie Johnny in another 
grave close by his murdered parcnts. All three 
lie in the humble grave-yard opposite the Leba- 
non church. 

The desire for information in reference to the 
Park tragedy continued yesterday. No people 
have ever worked harder than the people of 
Clark county, Indiana, to unmask the authors of 
this fearful crime. The residents of the whole 
region of country extending from Henryville 
eastward to Charlestown, covering an area of 
many square miles, representing the best ciass 
of citizens, have been untiring in their search 
for the murderers. Night aud day horsemen 
have scoured the country, visiting every hill, 
valley, or ravine, eyery habitation of man or 
beast, overhauling, turning topsy-turvy, ran- 
sacking every imaginable nook or corner that 
might, by the »arest possibility, be the hiding 
place of even the faintest trace that might lead 
ultimately to the detection of the perpetrators of 
the foul and brutal deed. 

AT CHARLESTOWN YESTERDAY. 

At an early hour yesterday morning squads of 
ettizens and inguirers were gathered on the 
street corners, in the court yard aud at the 
court-honse. Horsemen arrived at short inter 
vals, and were quickly surrounded by the news- 
hungry people who snatched at every little inci- 
dent whiob they had to relate. 

UNDER ARREST. 

The persons under arrest yesterday, either as 
suspected parties or as important witnesses, 
and who are confined in the county jail, are as 
follows; Squire Taylor, Charles Davis and John- 
son; Mrs. Taylor, Joseph Taylor; Martha Miller, 
granddaughter of Davis and Mrs. Davis, and 
Joseph Taylor.

Familiar with these facta and comparisons 
before I came here, and having already seen 
many who had left the city since the fire, I 
now feel myself to have been able but slight- 
ly to appreciate the itude of its calami- 
ty. des the extent of the ruins, what is 
most remarkable is the completeness with 
which the fire did its work, as shown by the 
prostration of the ruins and the extraordina- 

absence of smoke stains, brands, and all 

ebris, except stone * iron, bleached 
to an ashy pallor. The d tinguishing smell 
of the ruins is that of charred earth. In not 
more than a dozen cases have the four walls 
of any of the great blocks, or of build- 
ings, been left standing together. It is the 
exception to find even a single corner or 
chimney holding together to ahight of more 
than twenty fee t has been poasible, from 
the top of an omnibus; to see men standi 
on the und three miles away across wha 
was the densest, loftest, and most substantial 
part of the city. 


ASTONISHING PHENOMENA OF THE FIRE. 


Generally, the walls seemed to have crum- 
bled in from top to bottom, nothing remaining 
but a broad low heap of rubbish in the cellar 
80 low as to be overlooked from the pave- 
ment. Granite, all sandstones, and all lime- 
stones, whenever fully ex to the south- 
west, are generally flaked and scaled, and 
blocks, sometimes two and three feet thick, 
are cracked through and through. Marble 
a other limestones, where especially ex- 
posed, as in doors and window dressings, espe- 
cially if in thin slabs, have often fallen to 
powder. Walls of the bituminous limestone, 
of which there were but few, instead of melt- 
ing away, a8 was reported, acem to have stood 
rather better than others; Ican not tell why. 
Iron railings and lamp posts, detached from 
buildings, are often drooping, and in thinner 

arts seem sometimes to have been fused. 
ron columns floor beams are often bent 
to a half-circle. The wooden (Nicolson) as- 
phalt and tar concrete pavements remain es- 
sentially unharmed, except where red-hot ma- 
terial or burning 2 ve lain upon them. 
Street rails on wood are generally lu good or- 
der; on McAdam, as far as I have seen, more 
often badly warped. 

Where houses stood detached, and especial- 
ly where they were surrounded by tall trees 
there is less evidence of intense heat, charred

THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE 

was probably a commonplace accident. The 
fire started in a wooden building, and moved 
rapidly from one to another, close at hand, 
until the extended surface of quickly burning 
material heated a very large volume of the 
atmosphere, giving rise to local currents, 
which, driving brands upon the heated roofs 
and cornices of the tall buildings to leeward, 
set them on fire, and through the ra 
bustion of their contents, loosely piled tier 
upon tier, developed a degree of heat so in- 
tense that ordinary means of resistence to it 
23 of no avull. Under an old law, wooden 

uildings had been forbidden to be erected in 
or moved to the locality where the fire started. 
In 1867, upon the motion of men who wished 
to dispose of buildings they had contracted to 
move out of the more compact part of the 
city, the Common Couucil consented wa 
modification of this law. The Board of Health 
at the time u the danger of doing so, and 
was told to m ite business. Underwriters, 
merchants, aad capitalists were silent. 

Chicago has a weakness for “big things,“ 
and liked to think that it was outbuilding New 
York. It did a great deal of commercial ad- 
vertising in its housetops.

must have been numerous. Their walls were 
thin, and were often overweighted with gross 
and coarse misornamentation. Some ostensi- 
bly stone fronts had huge overhanging wood- 
en or sheet-metal cornices fastensd directly to 
their roof timbers, with wouden parapets 
above them.. Flat roofs covered with tarred 
felt and pebbles were common. In most 
cases, I am told by observers, the tire entered 
the great buildings by their roof timbera, 
even common sheet-metal seeming to offer but 
slight and very temporary protection to the 
wood on which it rested. Plain brick walls or 
walls of brick with solid stone quoins and 
window dressings evidently resisted the fire 
much better than stone-faced walls with a 
thin backing of brick. 

There has been no court-martial called for 
the trial of the fire service of the city. I un- 
derstand that it was under the same board 
with the police.

NO WORD BUT LOAFING. 


No one can be sure that, with reasonably 
solid brick walls, reasonably good construc- 
tion, and honest architecture, this fire could, 
once under strong headway, with the 
wind that was blowing, have been stopped at, 
any point in its career, even by good general. 
ship, directing a thoroughly well-drilled and 
disciplined, soldierly force of tiremen and po- 
lice.

A PERFECT DAM TO THE FIERY TORRENT, 

It was far from fire-proof; but bad there 
been a dozen other as well-built walls stand- 
ingin line across the wind, and had there 
been no extensively weak roofs and cornices 
to leeward of them, I should suppose that 
half of all that was lost might have been 
saved. 

The two most important buildings in the 
city were the Court-house, which was 
also the City Fall, and the pumping- 
house of the Water-works.

SCIENGE AND INVENTION. 


A New ALLor or Coprger anp [Ron has 
been invented, which is regarded as a discov- 
ery of much practical importance. The blend- 
ing of the two metals produces a substance 
of great strength, which, it is said, can be tem- 
pered to greater harduess than steel, and when 
soft is easily worked. It is elaimed that this 
alloy can be used with great advantage for 
many purposes, especially for such articles as 
the shocs and dies of stamp mills, for which 
use, on account of its toughness and temper, 
it will considerably outlast those made of 
chilled iron, besides being just as cheap orig- 
inally. One of the most important advan- 
tages claimed for this new alloy Is that it is 
not Hable to oxidation on exposure to the at- 

‘mosphere. But the principal object of the 
invention is to make a perfectly malleable 
metal which can be tempered to the utmost 
bardness, and which, being cheaper than fine 
steel, can be substituted for it iu many import - 
ant applications for which the latter is now 
rarely employed. The tests to which the new 
alloy has been submitted show its pecullar 
adaptation for the purposes in question, 


A SUBSTITUTE FOR ManoGany has been 
devised by a French chemist, who has invent- 
ed a process by which he causes any species of 
wood of a close grain 80 nearl fo resemble 
mahogany in the texture, density and polish, 
that the most accurate judges are incapable of 
distinguishing between this imitation and the 
native product. The first operation in this 
rocess is to plane the surface so as to render
